cine are In the 'form of more or less 
perfect* rings, or ovals, Inclosing la- 
goons.

closing a crater containing a lake two 
miles in diameter.

Each of these nmirkitrutes was at- 
cndcd by a niiull bmlj- of men known 
ns ilclors. whose duty It was to make 
way for the officers of tho law, pre- 
serve order, make arrests arid Inflict 
'llt'lshment un condemned citizens. 
Each of these Hctois carried wfth 


him n bunch of rods tied together^. ,ij 
t-Ith thongs aud having an ax bound 
o tbe outside of It. The tbongs were 
used for sonm-jrlng and t!ie as for 
beheading. 
Sentences Imposed by the 


magistrates were a': once carried out 
Those bundles of rods wore known as 
fttsces. When the Kotnans conquered 
Britain the.use of the fasces as a sym- 
bol was brought with them, and many 
other Roman customs remained with 
the British people. 


While It was uo longer used for In- 


flicting punishment. It continued to be 
used as a symh.il by the early English 
magistrates, and when au officer ap- 
peared carrying the fadEes his au- 
thority was immediately accepted by 
all. 
It was, In effect, his badge of 


office.

MOOSE IN 
CAPTIVITY. 


Not Difficult to Domesticate, but Hard 


to Keep Alive. 


"T.he reason so few moose are%een 


In captivity lu llie parks and circuses 
of the country Is not becaxise they are 
naturally too wild to be domesticated, 
but because they usually do not live 
long In captivity," said a St. Paul man. 
"5Jy father was for many years a set- 
tler in northern Minnesota, and at dif- 
ferent times In his experience he had 
three mooso on his homestead which 
^recoKiilzetl him as their muster. 


"All 
the animals were captured wuen 


they were very young, ami In each in- 
stance It took them only .aj'ew days to 
become apparently attainted to father 
and his small farm. 'For two or throe 
weeks he would keep them fenced in 
nud then would allow- them, to roam 
around at will. They would be gone 
for two or tliree hours, or perhaps naif 
a day nt a time, but always came back 
all right. 
By allowing them the rnn 


of tbe promises this way they met 
practically the same conditions'-us If 
they were wild in the forest, and 
therefore were.always In good health, 
but tbe moment- any of tliein were 
shipped to the city a change was no- 
ticeable. 


"Two of the animals were sold 


city park associations at different 
times, and In each instance the moose 
finally died. 
They seemed willing 


enough to remain in the parks, but 
conditions were not such as they were 
used to, nnd from the first It .was to 
be seen that they were falling In 
health. A moose can stand all sorts 
of hardships In the woods, but when 
he Is In captivity )nck of exercise or 
lack of proper food or lack of some- 
thing else nuts him on the down grade, 
and as a rule he passes In his checks 
in n few weeks or a i'o'w months at the 
outside. 


"One of the animals my 
father 


owned was a handsome bull, and he 
was trained to harness. The animal 
could pull a good sized load nnd travel 
through the woods with a sleigh be- 
hind him at a very lively clip. This 
third moose was one day shot by a 
hunter near the house. So all three 
animals met with nn "untimely fate, 
which goes to prove, I suppose, that 
man should not monkey with the plans 
of nature."—Duluth Herald,

Porch and his daughter Carrie were 
preparing to attend Sunday school, ten 
plain and distinct strokes rang out 
from the old clock in the attic. But 
little attention was paid to the inci- 
dent at tbe time, and It was believed 
that a mouse or rat had become entan- 
gled ID the clock wire and caused It to 
strike. However, It was noticeable 
tbat tbe ten strokes were as plain and 
distinct as If the clock had been run- 
ning.

Nevertheless the summer near the 


margins of the arctic none Is described 
hi the Journal of Geography as having 
clean, pure, crisp air, free from dust 
and. 
with little precipitation. 


The monotony and darkness of the 


polar night Is decreased a good deal 
by the long twilight, due,to the.high 
degree of refraction at low tempera- 
tures. The shn actually appears and 
disappears some days before and after 
the times which are geometrically set 
for the change. 


Light from moon and stars and from 


the aurora also relieve the darkness. 
Optical phenomena of great variety, 
beauty and complexity are common. 
Solar and lunar haloes nnd coronae 
and mock suns and moons are often 
seen. Auroras seem to be less com- 
mon and less brilliant In tbe antarctic 
than In the nretlc. Sunset and sunrise 
colors within the polar zones are de- 
scribed as being extraordinarily bril- 
liant and impressive. 
• Thus the north polar summer, in spite 
of Its drawbacks, is in some respects a 
pieasant and healthful season. But tbe 
polar night Is monotonous, -depress'ng^. 
repelling, an 
everlastingly 
uniform 


snow covering, rigidity, Ilfelessness, si- 
lence, except for the howl of the gale 
or the cracking of the Ice. 


Small wonder that the polar night 


bas 
sometimes .unbalanced 
men's 


minds. 
- The first effects are often a 


strong desire for sleep and Indiffer- 
ence. Later effects have been sleep- 
lessness and nervousness, tending In 
extreme cases to insanity, anaemia, 
digestive troubles. 


Extraordlnarily-Jcw Winter tempera- 


tures are easily borne If tbe air is dry 
and still. 
Nansen notes "not very 


cold" at n temperature of 22 degrees 
when the air was still. Another arctic 
explorer at_0 degrees says; "It is too 
warm to skate." 


Zero weather seems pleasantly re- 


freshing if clear and calm. But high 
relative humidity and - wind, even a 
light breeze, give the same degree of 
cold a penetrating feeling of chill 
which may be unbearable. Thus the 
damper air of spring an^ summer usu- 
ally seems much colder than the drier 
air of winder, although the tempera- 
tures ma^ be the same. When exposed 
directly to the air, the skin, burns and 
blisters, the Hps^ swell and crack. 
Thirst has been much complained of 
by polar explorers and Is surely due fo 
the active evaporation from the warm 
body, into the dry, relatively cold air. 


There la no doubt that polar air 


singularly free from micro organisms 
a fact which is due chiefly to lack o 
communication with other- parts of th 
world; hence diseases which are com 
mon in temperate zones, colds- amon 
them, are rare.

He slept In the palace of 
the man whom he had but newly ro- 
couquered, tho emperor of Austria, and 
slept, as fate would have it, in the very 
room In which the lielr for whom he 
prayed was destined to die) Under the 
roof of the son of the Caesars he re- 
solved to marry that man's daughter., 
A. llttlo while earlier she had hearif 
that the tide of battle had turned 
against tho French und had written 
to her father: 
"We have heard with 


great joy tbat Napoleon was present 
at the battle which was lost. 
If he 


would only lose his head as well!' 
The writer of the words became, ten 
months after tho French troops entered 
VIeuua as conquerors, the bride~of the 
man whose death she now wished. 


She was the granddaughter of Marie 


Antoinette, and by Ills marriage to her 
Napoleon believed It would be the sal- 
vation of France. A niaa wiser In the 
matter than himself had pointed to a 
Russian marriage, foreseeing renewed 
hostilities with el'tuer Austria or Rus- 
sia. Napoleon, he said, knew his way 
to Vienna; he doubted whether he knew 
tlie road to St. Petersburg. 
Napoleon 


chose to flnd, as he afterward said, 
that tlie marriage was but an abyss 
strewn with flowers. The marriage 
led Inevitably to the calamitous Rus- 
sian campaign and to the 'breakup of 
bis empire. His ruin began with his 
marriage to the princess who was to 
be the mother of his child. All France 
acclaimed the union with joy, which 
was eclipsed only by the birth of the 
heir.—St. James' Gazette.

THE POET WHfTTIER. 


How He Met His Only Love and How 


They Drifted Apart 


John Oreenlenf Whlttler was one of 


the sweetest poets that this country or 
any other has ever produced, and this 
ha spite of the fact that he was doom- 
ed, to live nud rile a bachelor. 


In the spring of 1828, when the poet 


was about twenty years old, he did his 
first and last courting. 


In the quulnt old town of Marble- 


head, lu the home of a well to do ship- 
master, dwelt Evelina Bray, the ship- 
master's daughter. Evelina was "sweet 
sixteen," as pretty as a peach and as 
pure as the wood violets with which 
she loved to decorate her hair, and 
with the winsome, modest maiden 
W-hJttier fell desperately In love. 


During the aforementioned spring- 


time as the flowers were creeping up 
from under the snow and tho land- 
scape was talclnj ou Its first delicate 
touches of the summer to come young 
Whittler went down to Marblehcad, 
fouud Evelina and told her of the sen- 
timent that he could no longer conceal. 
To his joy he learned that the senti- 
ment was reciprocated. 


But the "course of true love did not 


yet ruu smooth," and It was already 
decreed that Whlttler's was to bo a 
"lost love." 


The shipmaster of Marblehead was a 


worldly man,; and one of his chief de- 
lights when on shore was to hear his 
daughter play on the piano and sing, 
while Whirtier's parents as well as 
Whlttler himself were of the strictest 
sect of the Quakers, in whose eyes a 
piano was on emblem of sin and music 
the sure and certain mark of •wicked- 
ness. 


Between these opposite, antagonistic 


and uncompromising views of things 
there was no concord possible. Whlt- 
tler knew It, Evelina know it, and, like 
tbe philosophers that they were, tbey 
concluded to sny no more to each other 
upon the leader subject—and they nev- 
er did. 


Five years later, In 1838, tbe couple 


met again, but no word was spoken of 
tbe affection that each knew was in 
the other's heart. It was tbe meeting 
of friends, that was all. 


It was not until 1885, at a class re- 


union at the Haverhlll academy, that 
the poet and his sweetheart again stood 
face to face. 
Since be had last be- 


held her fifty-two years had rolled 
away. Tbe two were now old. The 
rose cad failed from Evelina's cheek, 
and Into her lover's face wrinkles had 
stolen, and upon his head old Time 
had left his rime. 


But the heart never grows old; love 


is immortal—Immortality young and 
fresh—and, partlng-from bis old love 
forever, the poet went home to write 
the touching lines— 
Look forth onco more through space and 


time 
Ana let thy sweet ahade tall 
In tenderest grace of soul and form 
On memor/a frescoed wall— 
A 'shadow and yet all.
